HEADED OFF. 
THE CONFEDERATES CHECKMATED IN THEIR 
LITTLE ELECTIONEERING SCHEME. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasninctron, D. C., Aug. 7.—The House 
gave a session of opera bouffe, poorly played. 
It is difficult to conceive that the assembled 
madmen of the nation could have created a 
greater pandemonium. The controversy arose 
over a proposition made by the Democrats to 
amend the rules so as to allow all the Commit- 
tees of Investigation to report at any time dur 
ing the present session of Congress. This was 
intended purely for the partisan advantage of 
the Democrats. It would, if adopted as pro- 
posed, have enabled the Democrats, on the 
last day of the session, to have 
presented all the reports of the 
tigating Committees not yet completed, 
and to have thereby practically defeated the 
right of the minority to present their views. 
The controversy turned on a ruling of the 
Speaker which the most experienced parlia- 
mentarians of the House pronounced 

WITHOUT PRECEDENT AND UNJUSTIFIABLE 
on any principal of fairness. The Republicans 
were not willing that a proposition of so mean- 
ly partisan a character should berushed through 
without consideration, and accordingly a motion 
for a different reference was made, but the 
Speaker persisted in his ruling that it was not 
in order to move to amend a motion for 
referencs, and filibustering was commenced by 
an appeal from the Speaker’s ruling. Five long 
hours were spent in the intense heat of an 
August day, with the thermometer about 95 in 
the hall, filibustering upon this subject. 
The result was, finally, that the Republicans 
practically 

CARRIED THEIR POINT 

by the adoption of a rule- providing that the 
Investigating Committees shall be authorized 
to report at any time ſorltys the present ses- 
sion, provided the majority give notice to the 
minority to submit their report forty-eight hours 
before the time of the presentation of the re- 
port to the House, so that the reports of 
the majority and minority may go in together. 
As a practicai question there is very little ed 
by the rule, as it is understood that, of the In- 
vestigating Committees which have anything to 
report at this session, there is ae y not one 
on which the minority would not have been 
able to have made a report without this rule; 
but the House was in a bad humor, the heat 
intensified it, the Conference Committees had 
not agreed, and it was thought that 


the time spent in filibustering, and in 
the grotesqueries incident to the three 
calls of the House, was better 


spent than it would have been by action under 
suspension of the rules. Three calis of the 
House were made necessary, because a quorym 
did not vote. The indications are that whatever 
may happen in the way of legislation, unless 
the Democratic leaders hasten an adjustment, 
the House will be found 
WITHOUT A QUORUM 

by the end of thisweek. It will be extremely 
difficult to hold a majority of the House here 
after that. One-third of the members 
are already absent on leave. To-night 
fully twenty members asked leave of ab- 
sence for various reasons, but their requests 
in each case were refused. The severe weather 
is very trying tothe majority of unacclimated 

rsons, and it is frequently said there is scarce- 

a well man in the House. The time for 
which the temporary appropriations were passed 
expires Aug. 10. it is said that the President 
has intimated his unwillingness to sign any 
joint resolution forthe further temporary ex- 
tension of the 8 beyond that day.

Wasnineron, D. C., Aug. 7.—The majority 
of the Senate Committee to investigate Missis- 
sippi affairs asserts that the testimony taken 
fully supports the allegation that force, fraud, 
and intimidation were used generally and suc- 
cessfully in the political canvass of 1875.

Chief Magistrate. The Committce find that the 
young men of the State, especially those who 
reached manhood during the War or who have

and its acts not entitled to recognition by thé 
carte department of the Government of the 

Jnited States, although the President may, in 
his discretion, recognize it as a Government de 
facto for the preservation of public peace. The 
resignation of Gov. Ames was effected by a 
body of men calling themselves the Legislature 
of the State of Mississippi, by measures unau- 


thorized by law, and is, of richt 
the Governor of that State. The evi 
dence show further that the State of 


Mississippiis at present under the control of 
political organizations, composed largely of 
armed men, whose common purpose is to de- 
prive the negroesof the free exercise of the right 
of suffrage, and to establish and maintain the 
r of the white line Democracy in vio- 
lation alike of the Constitution of their own 
State and Constitution of the United States. 

The report concludes as follows: The mem- 
ory of the bloody events of the campaign 
of 1875, with the knowledge that 
their opponents cap c and an instant pres- 
enee of organized es of armed men at every 
voting-place, will deter the Republican party 
from any general effort to regain the 
power wrested from them. These disorders 
exist also in 1 and the spirit 
and ideas which give to disorders are even 
more general. e power of the National Gov- 
ernment will be invoked, and honor and duty 
will alike require its exercise. The nation can- 
not witness with indifference the dominion of 
lawlessness and anarchy ir a State, with their 
incident evils, and a knowledge of the inevitable 
consequences. It owes a duty to the citizens of 
the United States residing in Mississippi. This 
duty it must perform. It has teed to the 
State of Mississippi a republican form of Gov- 
erment, and this guarantee must be made good. 

The measures necessary and possible in an ex- 
igency are these: First, laws may be passed by 

ongress for the protection of the ter of 
citizens in the respective States. Second, States 
in anarchy or wherein irs are controlled by 
bodies of armed men, should be denied repre- 
sentation in Congress. Third, the constitution- 
al guarantee of a Republican form of govern- 
ment to every State will require the United 
States, if these disorders increase, or even con- 
tinue, and milder measures prove ineffectual, to 
remand the State to a territorial condition, and 
through a system of public education and kin- 
dred means of improvement, change the ideas 
of the multitude and reconstruct the Govern- 
ment upon a Republican basis. 

THE MINORITY 

of the Committee, Senators Bayard and Mc- 
Donald, present their views at length. They 
say that while writing them they read with sur- 
prise and regret the me of the President of 
July 31, transmitting to Co s certain cor- 
respondence relating to murders lately com- 
mitted at Hamburg, in which he says: But 
recently a Committee of the Senate of the 
United States visited the State of Mississippi to 
take testimony on the subject of frauds and 
violence in elections.

The tone 
of animosity to the white people of the South 
which breathes throughout the President’s mes- 
sage and letter is unmistakable. In his mes- 
sage of July 31, six days subsequent to this let- 
ter, the President says. The report on Missis- 
sippi has not yet been made public.“ Wh 
should he anticipate? We hold and believe it

The minority show other attempts to fore- 
stall public opinion in relation to irs in Mis- 
sissippi have been made calculated to grossly 
mislead. When Gov. Ames took his seat on the 
Ist of January, 1874, elected in the month 
of November previous, there was not 
an officer of the State who was not 
a member of the Republican party. There was 
not acountry official to be appointed by the 
Governor who was not in close affinity with 
him. Inall the Republican counties (and all 
were Republican) in which the negroes were in 
a majority, wre? official was a member of the 
same party. Thus the entire control of the 
State wasin the hands of Gov. Ames and his 

y associates. In all these Republican strong- 
olds in which charges of turbulence and mis- 
government are alleged to have existed, it is 
noted that the entire local power was in Repub- 
lican hands. 

The minority assert that Gov. Ames prosti-

HAMBURG. 
A DISAGREEABLE WORD IN DEMOCRATIC BARS.

Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 7.—It was a day 
of words in the Senate. Senator Edmunds re- 
newed his arraignment of the Democratic Ad- 
ministration of the South.

THE RECORD. 
SENATE. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 7.—On motion of 
Mr. Davis, the vote by which the Senate indefi- 
nitely postponed the bill to reimburse West Vir- 
ginia for property destroved by the Federal 
troops during the late War was reconsidered, 
and the bill placed on the dar. 

The joint resolution in reference to the wreck 
of the monitor Tecumseh in Mobile Bay, and to 
provide for the burial of the remains of the per- 
sons carried down when she sank, was passed. 

On motion of Mr. Sherman, the amendments 
of the House to the Senate bill extending the 
time for the redemption of lands sold by the 
United States for direct taxes were agreed to, 
and the bill was passed. 

Mr. Boutwell, from the Special Committee 
appointed to inquire into the late election in 
Mississippi, submitted a report,and Mr. Morton 
demanded that it be read. 

Mr. Bayard, a member of the Committee, said 
he was acquainted with the existence of this 
majority report for the first time this morning. 
The views of the minority, a by himself 
and the Senator from Indiana, Mr. McDonald, 
were ready to be presented, but as the testimony 
to which they referred was not printed, could not 
be pointed out definitely. The minority report 
should be completed. 

After discussion, it was agreed that both reports 
should be presented to-day, and laid over till to- 
morrow, when they can be 

The House bill making an appropriation for the 
payment of claims reported as allowed by the 
Southern Claims Commission was passed with the 
amendments ae by the Committee. 

The House bill to repeal the resumption-day 
clause of the Resumption bill of 1875, and the 
House — resolution to provide for a commission 
to inquire into the change which has taken place in 
the relative values of gold and silver, cause 
thereof, and the effect on trade, were read and re- 
ferred to the Finance Committee. 

Mr. Frelinghuysen moved that the joint reso- 
lution of the House of Representatives proposing 
a Sixteenth amendment to the Constitution, pro- 
hibiting the appropriation of any school fund for 
the support of sectarian schools, etc., be referred 
to the Committee on the Judiciary. He said that 
the people of this country were ih earnest on this 
subject, but the amendment proposed by the House 
did not meet the case. -r a State did make 
such an appropriation, what could Congress do 
about it? e amendment gave no er to Con- 
gress to enforce it by appropriate legislation. An- 
other objection he had was, that it did not prohibit 
the appropriation of money to theological institu- 
tions, nunneries, the houses of the Good oy A 
herd, and similar institutions. All ‘knew that in 
one State of this Union, during a decade, $1, 200, - 
000 were voted to Protestant institutions, for 
which the Catholics were taxed, and in the same 
period several millions were given to Catholic in- 
stitutions for which Protestants were taxed. He 
submitted a sabstitute for the amendment pro- 
posed by the House, and moved that it be referred 
to the Committee on the Judiciary. 

Mr. Sargent submitted a substitute, and moved 
that it be referred to the same Committee. 

Mr. Christiancy presented a substitute, to be so 
referred. In regard to the amendment proposed by 
the House, he said it prohibited the States from 
making appropriations from the school fund for 
— schools, but it did not prohibit the United 

tates. 

Mr. Morton said it was very clear that a horse and 
cart could be driven through the proposed amend- 
ment of the House. It did not prohibit a State 
from appropriating the money of the general fund 
for the 2 — of sectarian schoole. It did not 
prevent a State from levying a general tax for the 
support of such schools, but simply prohibited a 
State from usinga partof the funds set apart for 
the public schools for the support of sectarian 
schools. He hoped it would be properly amended 
and sent back to the House. 

Mr. Saulsbury said that this was nota 22 
time to discuss this pe amendment. He 
no doubt the object of the House in passing thie 
amendment was to remedy the cry raised for polit- 
ical pu He thought the objections 
against it were captious. Let it be amended and 
sent back to the House. He did not care.

THE NEW MOTIVE POWER.

SILVER. 
To the Raditor of The Tribune. 
Avrora, III., Aug. 7.—I am very much 
pleased with your editorials on the silver ques- 
tion.

SILVER A LEGAL-TENDER.

The scorching heat of an August sun and 
a temperature of 95 in the shade, together 
with one of the most furious parliamentary 
contests of the session, brought about a state 
of things yesterday in the House which was 
literally red-hot. A scheme of despicable 
partisan meanness was sprung in the shape 
of a proposition to so amend the rules as to 
permit the various fnvestigating Committees 
to submit their reports-at any time during the 
session, the object being to afford the Con- 
federate mud-slingers a chance to dump 
their loads of distorted scandal on the very 
last day of the session, to be industriously 
distributed through the country in the shape 
of campaign literature, without any opening 
for minority reports or debate. The Speaker 
pro tem. lent all the aid that was possible 
through grossly unfair and unjustifiable rul- 
ings, and it was only by means of the most 
skillful and stubborn use of parliamentary 
tactics that the Republican minority were 
able to frustrate the plot. They finally forced 
their opponents to agree that a notice of for- 
ty-eight hours shall be given to the minority 
previous to the presentation of majority re-

HENDRICKS’ ACCEPTANCE. 

We have not previously spoken of the 
letter of Gov. HRS accepting the 
Democratic nomination, because there is 
really nothing in the letter that calls for any 
comment. The gentleman writes a half- 
column of very weak twaddle, such as one 
might have cut from the pages of any one of 
3 hundred local wi. bo in Indiana. 
The letter is purely f —sentences mean- 
ing anything or nothing\ thrown together to 
fill up the requirement which custom de- 
mands of a candidate. He carefully tells the 
Committee that he accepts the nomination, 
and pledges himself to abide by the result 
of the election. Having got this off his 
mind, he says that be would not have ac- 
cepted the nomination had he not heartily 
indorsed the platform, and therefore he pro- 
ceeds unequivocally to declare that he agrees 
in the principles, approves the policies, 
and sympathizes with the purposes” of the 
St. Louis platform. That platform means 
hard money and specie payments; therefore 
Hgnpricxs means hard money and specie 
payments. 

It has been but a few weeks since Mr. 
Henpeicxs took position on another plat- 
form,—one written by himself for his own 
candidacy,—and that was the platform of the 
Democratic Convention of the State of In- 
diana, which sent delegates to St. Louis to 
have Mr. Hznpricxs nominated for the 
Presidency. That platform was not for 
hard money and specie payments ; it was not 
for a metallic standard of values; it was for 
paper money of the most irredeemable char- 
acter, to be issued to the most illimitable ex- 
tent. That platform was intended to be the 
opposite of Tizpen’s. It presented Hen- 
DRICES and rags, against TDN and hard 
mouey. We have looked through Mr. Hxx- 
pricks’ letter in vain for an exposition of his 
platform of May. He ignores it. Bought 
with the nomination for Vice-President, he 
repudiates his own repudiation, and swallows 
Tum and gold with remarkable facility. 
Separated from the party and policy of rag- 
money, Hznpricxs has no standing. On a 
hard-money platform he is as much at home 
as he would be at a festival of Union sol- 
diers. 

Now, let us see what Mr. Henpricxs has 
given up. His own Indiana platform on 
which he went to St. Louis asked his nomi- 
nation for the Presidency because of his 
well-known hostility to specie Payments and 
his advocacy of rag money. 

1. In the Indianapolis platform Mr. Hzy- 
pricks demanded the immediate and uncon- 
ditional withdrawal of the circulation of the 
National Banks,—those institutions which, 
according to the Western Democracy, arepaid 
$20,000,000 annually in gold for furnishing 
bank-notes. 

2. In the Henpricxs platform these $350, - 
000,000 of National Bank notes were to be 
replaced by an additional issue of green- 
back legal-tender notes. | 

3. That this whole volume of $800,000,- 
000 of legal-tender paper should be forever 
irredeemable, except in an interconvertible 
bond bearing 3.65 per cent interest,—the in- 
terest and principal of the bond payable in 
the legal-tender paper. 

4. That these notes should be issued in 
such amounts as may be demanded by the 
wants of legitimate trade, and be part of a 
monetary system based upon the faith and 
resources of the nation! Another feature 
for which the Hznpnicxs platforms in In- 
diana have been distinguished for several 
years is, that the greenbacks should be ap- 
plied to the payment of the principal of all 
that portion of the public debt where pay- 
ment in coin is not stipulated in the bond. 
This was Mr. HDs platform, and it was 
this which gave him a political standing with 
certain classes of Democrats, and on which 
he rested all his hopes for the Presidency. 
Bearing this platform, his name was present- 
ed to the @t. Louis Convention by that Prince 
of Repudiators, the rag-baby champion, Dan 
Voornuzrs. The Convention, by an over- 
whelming vote, discarded Henpricss and his 
anti - bank - inflation-3.65-bond and repu- 
diationplatform. They then offered him 
the nomination for Vice-President if he 
would repudiate his own platform; de- 
clare himself for hard money spe- 
cie payments, no inflation, no more 
rag money, no interference with the 
banks or bank-note circulation, denounce 
the Brit AL people, kick the greenback 


party overboard, and shout for “ Tun 


he could not have the nomination for Presi- 
dent with a rag-baby platform, he would ac- 
cept a nomination for Vice-President on the 
the hard-money platform. In his letter he 
ignores his own past record; he deserts the 
friends who have supported him, and the 
only persons who have ever supported him ; 
has gone over to the “ bullionists” and the 
„bank cashiers”; has sold himself to the 
‘“‘piutocracy,” and left the Greenback party 
weeping for its favorite son! 

There has not been a Democratic platform 
adopted in Indiana for many years, nor by 
any of the political friends of Hznpricss, 
which has not denounced the payment of 
$20,000,000 annually to the National 
Banks,” ‘and which has not demanded 
that this money be saved” by the 
issue of greenbacks in place of the 
bank notes. Mr. Hernpricks, however, 
repudiates this favorite policy of the only 
political friends he ever had, and hopes that 
they will follow him in the support of TI. 
vm and hard money, TILDEN and specie pay- 
ments. In all his letter he has never a word 
of remembrance to the friends and the 
policies with which his name has alone been 
identified, and to which he owes the only 
political standing he has enjoyed. 

It is true that he says a word in favor of 
the repeal of the Resumption act; but he 
had already discounted this by his letter to 
the Indiana member of Congress, asking that 
repeal on the ground that it would elect 
the State ticket and carry the Indianapolis 
district.” That was, in his estimation, a 
crowning reason for repealing the pledge of 
the national faith. We leave Mr. Henpzicxs 
to the care of his cheated, swindled friends, 
the Greenbackers, whom he has betrayed and 
sold out, but who will nevertheless take their 
vengeance at the polls.

STATE INSPECTION OF GRAIN. 

We publish in our commercial columns a 
vigorous protest against the State inspection 
of grain in this city. The writer is one of 
the heaviest of our grain shippers; and it is 
understood that substantially the same course 
will be adopted by others. He gives notice 
to the Chief Inspector that hereafter he (the 
shipper) intends to perform his own inspec- 
tion, and will not be responsible, or pay for, 
any such service by the State officers, unless 
when specifically ordering the same. 

This movement is made by shippers of 
grain from this city who claim that they are 
not fairly used by the men who inspect their 
grain under State authority. Many of the 
grain receivers also profess to be very much 
dissatisfied with the State inspection; and 
both classes of operators grow more discon- 
tented as time wears on. The feeling is 
gaining ground that the State system is in- 
jurious to the best interests of the city, as 
well as to particular individuals, and that it 
ought to be abolished. 

The question of damage, and the extent 
of such damage, in any particular case, is, 
of course, a subject for argument; and a 
great deal may often be said on both sides. 
But there is a broad view of the whole mat- 
ter which s not open to any other than 
feeble objection. That view is based upon 
a recognition of the undoubted right of 
every man to control his own property, and 
the absence of any constitutional power on 
the part of a State to inspect such property 
for other thin sanitary purposes. 4 

The State of Illinois has assumed not only 
to inspect the grain which passes through 
Chicago, but to sit in judgment upon it in 
such a way as to largely determine the price 
at which that grain shall be sold. It de- 
clares, through its appointed officers, that a 
parcel of wheat shall be classed or graded 
as rejected when in the opinion of its 
owner it is good enough for No. 8, which 
sells at 17 cents per bushel more than re- 
jected.- In like manner it declares that a 
given parcel of corn is No. 2, when in 
the opinion of the buyer that corn 
is no better than rejected. And these 
decisions are made not only on the 
property of the citizens of this State, 
but on grain owned by parties in Min- 
nesota, in Massachusetts, in New “York, 
England, or France. It is true that the 
State Government has provided for an ap- 
peal from the decision of its immediate serv- 
ants; but this very plan for appeal is open 
to the same radical objection—that the State 
has no business to interfere in the matter, 
except when itself appealed to by either the 
buyer or the seller of the property against 
attempted wrong by the other party. Any- 
thing beyond this is a species of paternal in- 
terference which a less enlightened people 
would characterize as despotism. 

There is no reason to doubt that the own- 
ers of the grain that passes through this 
city have the constitutional right to ignore 
the State inspection of their property either 
into store or out of store, if they so elect ; 
and that, too, either as individuals or in 
unison. If the trade choose to submit to 
the grading of grain by the State, the sys- 
tem will probably be continued; but the 
yielding of a thousand to the ruling does 
not abolish the right of an individual, what- 
ever the advocates of paternalism in the 
government of sane men may say to the 
contrary.

CIVIL SERVICE W AND TIL- 


The Republican National Convention 
adopted an emphatic resolution upon the 
subject of a general reform of the civil ser- 
vice, and especially condemned the policy 
that has become almost the law of having 
the whole appointing power exercised by 
Senators and Representatives in Congress. 
Gen. Harzs, in his letter accepting the nom- 
ination, reiterated this condemnation of the 
great evil which has grown up in the Gov- 
ernment, and in his letter further expressed 
hi i - 

The old rule, the true rule, that honesty, capaci- 
ty, and fidelity constitute the only real qualidca- 
ons for office, and that there is no other claim, 
gave place to the idea that party services were to be 
chiefly considered. This system destroys the inde- 
pendence of the separate departments of the Gov- 
ernment. It tends directly to extravagance and 
official incapacity.” Itisatemptation to dishon- 
esty. It hinders and impairs that careful supervis- 
jon and strict accountability by which alone faith- 
fal and efficient public service can be secured. It 
ovstracts the prompt removal and sure punishment 
of the unworthy. Inevery way it degrades the 
civil service aud the character of the Government. 
It ought to be abolished. ‘She reform should be 
thorough, radical, and complete; we should return 
to the principies and practice of the founaers of the 
Government, supplying by legislation, when needed, 
that which was formerly established by custom; 
they neither expected nor desired from the public 
officer any partisan service: they meant that pubiic 
officers should owe their whole service to the Gov- 
ernment and tothe people; they meant that the 
officer should be secure in his tenure as long as his 
personal character remained untarnished and the 
poe yee» of his duties satisfactory. If elected,

The President can do nothing in the way 
of amending the Constitution, and there is 
no likelihood that members of Congress will 
ever voluntarily make the President inde- 
pendent in office, and thus deprive them- 
selves of the appginting power. Mr. TD. 
is not the man to sacrifice his own hopes and 
ambition by personally disqualifying him- 
self for re-election, and then as an inde- 
pendent and fearless Executive working the 
reform toa successful accomplishment, That 
would be brave, patriotic, and self-sacrific- 
ing, but that would not be Mr. T DEX. He 
gives notice then that there need be no 
„ delusive expectations” of any reform of 
the civil service under his administration, 
nor until the Constitution is amended, and 
that amendment he knows cannot be made, 
except by a moral revolution, during his life- 
time. The most Mr. TD can do or prom- 
ise is set forth in the following: 

The first step in reform is the elevation of the 
standard by which the appointing power selects 
agents to execute official trusts. Next in impor- 
tance is a conscientious fidelity in the exercise of 
the authority to hold to account and displace un- 
trustworthy or inca e subordinates. @ pub- 
lic interest in an honest, skillful performance of 
official trust must not be sacrificed to the usufruct 
of the incumbents. After these immediate 
which will insure the exhibition of better exam- 
ples, we may wisely 
necessary offices, finally, to the patient, care- 
ful organization of a better civil-service system, 


under the tests, wherever practicable, of proved 
competency and fidelity. 


He proposes to begin the refarm of the 
civil service by a general dismissal of all the 
men appointed to office by the Republican 
party. This he will do with ‘‘ conscientious 
fidelity.” Having thus elevated the stand- 
ard of selection, he will proceed to root out 
all incompetent and unfaithful persons. 
How is he to do this? He admits he 
cannot disregard the Congressional claim to 
the appointing power; he admits it is vain 
to expect that that abuse can rectify itself. 
How, then, is he to reform the service when 
he is deprived of the appointing power, and 
at the same time dependent on the will of 
Congress to carry on the service? Literally, 
his reform must begin and end by the whole- 
sale dismissal of Republicans, and the ap- 
pointment, through members of Con- 
gress, of Democrats in their places. 
Mr. Ton refers to. his great le 
bors as a Reformer im the State of New 
York. That reform is a miserable sham. (As 
Executive of New York, he has employed the 
criminal and civil process of the Courts, the 
power to remove and appoint, the power to 
approve or reject laws, the power to make or 
withhold payments from the Treasury, and 
all other powers, to compel men to serve him 
personally in his candidacy for the Presi- 
dency. That is all he has accomplished, that 
is all he intended to accomplish, by his Re- 
form in the State Government. Support 
of his candidacy is reform ; opposition to him 
is dishonesty. 

Compare these two expressions of opinion 
and purpose by the two candidates for the 
Presidency, and who can doubt that the man 
who looks for reform can alone expect it 
through the election of Gen. Hares ? 


MR. HENDRICKS ON CIVIL-SERVICE RE- 
FORM. 


Perhaps the coolest political utterance of 
the dog-days may be found in the following 
extract from Mr. Henpricxs’ letter of accept- 
ance : ‘ 

In the reform of our civil service, I most hearti- 
ly indorse that section of the platform which de- 
clares that the civil service ought not to be sub- 
ject to change at every election, and that it ought 
not to be made the brief reward of party zeal, 
but ought to be awarded for proved competency 
and held for fidelity in the public employ.“ I hope 
never again to see the cruel and remorseless pro- 
scription for political opinions which has disgraced 
the Administration of last eight years. 


Such a sentiment would be incongruous 
enough coming from the lips of any Demo- 
cratic politician, but, coming as it does from 
an Indiana Democrat, and, of all Indiana 
Democrats, from Henpriczs himself, it is 
utterly preposterous, if not actually intended 
as a joke.

COMMODORE VANDERBILT. 
Special Correspondence af The Tribune. 

New Yorn, Aug. 4.—The momentarily expected 
‘death of Commodore Vanderbilt creates much ex- 
citement in money-circles, and the stock-market is 
stormy. Hadthe Commodore died upon the in- 
ception of his serious fliness in May last without 
any premonition, the effect would have produced 
the greatest panic Wall street ever knew. rte has 
been the heaviest and most substantial support of 
the market, and his sudden demise would have 
left those who had sold short in a precarious con- 
dition. New York Central stock would 
have been held by s doubtful ten- 
ura, while Lake Shore, Michigan Central, and 
other stocks wonld have suffered severely; but the 
Commodore's illness has heen so protracted that 
they are prepared to meet his death, and the only 
effect it will now have will be to create profound 
sorrow throughout financial, railroad, ana commer- 
cial cireles. | 
There ts an erroneous impression abroad that a 
panic in the stock-market cannot be averted, even 
now. The great capitalist’s death has been thor- 
oughly disceunted. The conservative speculators 
have prepared themselves for the calamity. They 
have money in the hands of the trust companies to 
‘buy all stocks on a decline. There is no doubt 
mat the market will at first have a fluctuating ten- 

lency, but it will get steady again after 
whe first shock is over. This morn- 
mg several of the bears rushed upon the 
board with the rumor that the Commodore had just 


med. On the strength of the report New York 


Sentral went down a cent and Lake Shore a frac- 
fon, but they rallied at once. These fictitious 
trop do not indicate anything. If a sign should 
fall on Wall street, and the bears wanted to make 
1 handle of it, and commenced hammering the 
market, they could foree it down as well as upon 
any other unbeard-of or preposterous plea. 
It ahould be understood that, so far as the man-

It 
is therefore impossible that either of these ex- 
tensive corporations can experience the slightest 
‘ inconvenience or embarrassment by his death. 

There is another point worth noting. At is 
believed by intimate friends of the Commodore 
that the will entails all the property so that none 
of the family stocks will move on the market dur- 
ing the life-time of the relatives. If such be the 
fact, New York Central will remain just as good 
and hard te get as it ever has. been, and those who 
are selling short to cover the contingency of the 
appearance of the family stock“ will find them- 
selves uncomfortably cornered. 

The Commodore's Wall street career has been a 
notable one. He has been the leading spirit from 
the start. When he first entered the street he 
made large losses by unnecessary and reckless ven- 
tures, but he always made them up by bearing 
stocks he was opposed to, and covering his heavy 
lines of shorts. Of late years, however, he has 
‘balled the market, and it is a significant fact that 

every stock he has handled has paid largely. He 
was never aspeculator. He has always bought and 
paid cash for his bonds. His shrewdness has been 
something remarkable, and the pluck that has 
always been a strong quality with him, and 
which made him—from a deck-hand on a small 
: the greatest railroad owner and 


operator on the Continent, never failed him on the 


Stock Board. When, a year or 80 ago, at the age of

The leading produce markets were moderately 
active yesterday and steadier, except wheat, which 
was irregular and nervous ata lower range of 
prices. The tendency was downwards in corn and 
oats, and upwards in barley. There was no regu- 
lar news from England, as the people of ** the sea- 
girt isle” observe the first Monday in August as a 
holiday, but the Western news was favorable to the 
crops, and the weather here was more settled, 
which tended to weaken New York, as well as 
Chicago, on wheat, corn, and oats. The receipts 
of wheat and barley were small, of corn and rye 
rather lage, and oats moderate. 

Dry goods were in moderate demand at unchanged 
prices, the market ruling steady and firm. In the 
grocery market there was a fair amount of trading, 
and previous quotations were sustained all around. 
Sugars were strong, as were also sirups and mo- 
lasses. Teas are receiving more attention, and the 
market is working firmer. Prices of dried fruits, 
canned goods, and fish were not subjected to any 
quotable change.

No new features 
were developed in the bagging, leather, coal, and 
wood markets. Prices of oils were the same as on 
Saturday, and ruled steady. There was only a 
small movement in paints and colors, and values 
were nominally unchanged. 

The wholesale lumber market was fairly active 
yesterday, the offerings being sufficient to attract a 
good many retailers, who bought quite freely, two- 
thirds of the fleet leaving the docks before noon. 
The yard business continues light, and prices are 
irregular, though some dealers are disposed to 
adhere to recent quotations, as the receipts are 
moderate, and it is thought that trade will begin to 
improve about the middle of the month. Iron 
was dull. Wool continues in good demand, and 
firm, the supply of some descriptions being scarcely 
adequate. Broom-corn, hides, and salt were un- 
changed. The market for pressed hay was dull 
and lower, with holders anxious to realize, as the 
new crop will soon be available, and, in fact, the 
local trade is already supplied with it delivered 
loose on wagons. Hops remain quiet. A sample of 
the new crop was exhibited, being the first to ar- 
rive this season, Poultry and eggs were dull. 
Green fruits were slow and lower. 

Lake freights were unusually active on corn atthe 
old rate, 1‘¢c to Buffalo, and dull otherwise, Rail 
freights were quiet, without change in qnotations, 
agents asking 20c to New York, 18c te Phila- 
deiphia, I7%c to Baltimore, and 26¢ to Bos- 
ton, per 100 De, and being willing to take con- 
siderably less.

CBOP PROSPECTS. 
To the Editor af The Tribune, 

Ave. 5.—Some weeks since I saw a report from 
the State Agricultural Bureau in regard to crops in 
the daily papers. The editorialeomments seemed 
to point it out as a favorable condition,“ and I 
examined it (the tabular statement) and the differ- 
ent reports from which the table is made. 

I noticed that even where corn was reported at 
100 or over, the condition was stated in a large 
portion of them as weedy and grassy. I also no- 
ticed that, of twenty counties reported as 100, or 
over, fifteen of them were entirely out of the 
** corn belt,“ 60 termed, and only five coun- 
ties within the belt. North of the parallel of 
Chicago there is but little surplus coro ever raised, 
and south of the parallel of Mattoon the condition 
is the same, 2 on river bottoms, Ke. Be- 
tween these two lines, about 200 miles north and 
south, and running across Indiana, Mlinois, and 
including the south half of lowaand the north half 
of Missouri, the soilis mostly black soil prairie, 
and constitutes the great corn belt. 

I have good reason to believe, from reports from 
reliable persons, that the crop of Northern Mis- 
souri is not much better than much of Illinois, and 
the same is true of Southern lowa, and the condi- 
tion of nearly all of the best corn is popories as 
weedy and grassy. It wilk make but little differ- 
ence in the genera] markets whether Carroll, Ogle 
and Kane have an average of 50 or 150. nd I 
think, with a good crop, more corn would and its 
way to market from Livingston than from the 
whole twelve counties in the southern 
part of the State reported above an 
* put together. rgan, Sangamon, Me- 
nard, Logan, and Moultrie are good corn counties, 
but the condition of the crop there is reported as 
mostly grassy and weedy. I believe that every 

ractical farmer will sustain me in the statement 
laat all things else being equal, grass and weeds 
will cut the average of a crop from 25 to 
50 per cent; in other words, much of 
this corn, reported at 100 would not produce more 
than one-half to three-fourths as much as if the 
corn could have the full strength of the soil in- 
stead of being sapped by and weeds. 

I consider that report shows a very bad condition 
of the corn crop 80 far as Illinois is concerned; and 
I doubt if it improved any since. In wet 
weather corn roots run very near the surface 
the late dry weather is drying the surface and will 
soon kill corn if continuid. d the early part of 
the season been the plant would have sought 
nourishment deep in the soil; but as it ia, frequent 
rains are absolutely necessary to keep the plants 
alive. The yield or shrinkage below an avera 
crop in Dlinois will be not less than 100,000, 
bushels, is the opinion of Iroquois.

His Honor the Mayor, and was accepted and 


placed on file: 
The retrenchments which your honorable 
have inaugurated in the administration of the af- 
fairs of the Municipal Government have received, 
and must continue to receive, the plaudits of every 
citizen who favors an economical and honest pub- 
lic service. But the fact must not be lost sight of 
that these measures will fall far short of serving 
their full purpose, if the work of retrenchment is to 
end here. The present disturbed condition of our 
fpances demands incessant and increased exer- 
tions on our part in the reduction of municipal ex- 
nses: and whenever and wherever a dollar can 
savedto the city without jeopardizing its true 
interests, I hold it to be the duty of every official to 
nee his utmost endeavors to that end. And lam 
to add that every city official, so far as I 
am informed, is in full accord with these views. 
My approval of the ordinance reducing the eal- 
aries of certain employes was given because I be- 
lieve that the best interests of our city would be 
subserved by 80 doing. By that ordinance your 
honorable body provided for a reduction in the 
salary of every ofticial and employe which you had 
the lawful authority to reduce, and the only ob- 
jection which could be urged against itis its want 
of completeness. But such result comes from no 
error ot yours. The fault ie wholly with the law. 
Having then reduced the salaries of the city 
employes so far as the same could ve gy be done 
by fe y 


lation, itseems to me equity and exact 
justice require that all should be treated alike; 
that officials whose salaries the Jaw cannot reach 
should voluntarily submit to a reduction in their 
compensation in the same proportion as those 
whom the law has reached. 

The necessities of our city at the present time 
appeal alike to every officer, whether elected or ap- 

Inted to the heads of departments, as much as 

to mere employes, and, so far as I bave any per- 
sonal knowledge or information, every officer will 
cheerfully submit to such reduction as your honor- 
able body may deem justand proper tomake.

LASALLE STREET TUNNEL CASES.

I submit herewith a letter from M. F. Tuley, 
Esq., in regard to the case of J. T. Rumsey vs. 

This is the first of a 
large number of cases growing out of the 
construction of the LaSalle street tunnel. The 
aggregate of damages claimed in these cases ex- 
ceeds $100,000. Mr. Tuley was, as he states, 
specially pom pe in this case by the last Admin- 
istration, and tried the case in the lower Court.

COURT-HOUSE STONE. 
THE STATUS OF AFFAIRS. 

In the matter of stone for the new Court- 
House, which is now attracting so much atten- 
tion, there are facts which should not be lost 
sight of. If those interested in the’ contracts 
were allowed to be the spokesmen, and their 
opinion were to prevail, it would take a page of 
THE TRIBUNE every day to set forth the virtues 
of the stone and quarries they repre- 
sent. But inasmuch as it is generally 
understood that the contract is to 
be awarded to Edwin Walker for Lemont stone, 
the result of a trade made a year ago, with Pe- 
riolat ag manager, it may not be amiss to cite 
some facts in connection with his bid, which is 

710 far the county’s portion of the work. 
He has two bids in, one for rough stone, 
amounting to $275,510, and another for the cut- 
ting setting, amounting to $420,000. 
The Board or * has practically agreed 
not to let the cortract to any one who cannot do 
the entire work and give a mortgage on the 
uarry.

In the _ first oilace, he bids 
on the stone in the rough, the condition of the 
bid being that he will ‘‘deliver the stone on a 
dock in the city to be named by the Commis- 
sioners.’’ This condition, as every practical man 
knows, would cost the county not less than 
$25,000 a year, and, allowing three years for the 
completion of the building, $75, must be 
added to his bid on this item alone, making his 
bid $770,000, against a little more than half the 
— from other and far more responsible bid- 
ers. 
IN THE NEXT PLACB, 
he fails to bid on the other items of the ad- 
vertised proposals,except No. 2, for the “ work- 
manship, labor, stone-cutting, and stone-set- 
ting.“ Under this head he should have made 
deductions for basement story, steps, main col- 
umns, and pilasters, as other bidders did. It is 
well known, nevertheless, that he could not 
possibly supply the columns and pilasters, from 
the fact that his stone is not of sufficient thick- 
nessand strength; hence, his bid leaves this 
part of the contract in doubt, and, under hon- 
orable competition, his bid would be thrown out 
entirely as informal and irregular. 

Further, in consideration of these facts the 
bid of Walker is the highest for Lemont stone, 
while on all hands he is considered among the 
least responsible. The Board is in possession 
of bids for Lemont stone ranging from $535,000 
to $975,000, all of which are devoid of the com- 
plications surrounding Walker’s bid. There 
are also even lower and more favorable bids for 
other limestone. 

The Board will attemp to get over these facts 
or the Ring thereof, in order to earn the 10 
— cent of the contract promised, if not paid.
